Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Whether Young discloses, specifically an "object field", as claimed in 
claim 1, was discussed. The Applicants argued that due to Young being a laser projection system it does not have an 
object field. Examiner maintains that Young does, in fact, contain an object field as the ray of light from the laser 
wherever incident can be construed as an object field. 

The Applicants also proposed amendments to independent claim 1, in an effort to overcome the rejection based on 
Young. The limitation requiring an intermediate field was seen by the Examiner as approaching closer to the point of 
novelty maintained by the Applicants. However, no agreement was reached concerning the viability of Young as prior 
art over the proposed limitations. Applicants will present their arguments claiming patentability over Young in the 
coming amendment. 

The Applicant's further argued, that the Examiner's contention that subtending the image field to 240 or more degrees 
is not an obvious result of experimentation. The Examiner maintains that, unless presented evidence otherwise, that 
the replacing of the lens system of Young with that of Shimizu would allow projecting continuous images onto at least 
300 degrees of the spherical shell of Young. 
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
